Gooden School honors John Buchan

All are invited to attend as Gooden School hon¬ 
ors the memory of friend and supporter John Buchan 
by dedicating the Middle School building in his honor. 
The dedication of Buchan Hall is scheduled for 9:30 
a.m., Wednesday, Nov. 25, at Gooden School, 192 
N. Baldwin Ave., Sierra Madre. 

John Buchan was born in 1928 and lived in Sierra 
Madre all his life. He loved Sierra Madre and gave 
of himself enthusiastically and completely. This big, 
gruff, loving, larger-than-life man, who died Aug. 
26, 1990, was so much a part of Sierra Madre that he 
is still greatly missed. 

A natural Ombudsman, Buchan loved to be with 
people and was involved in countless lives - helping 
people, solving problems and keeping track of friends. 
His sense of fun and mischief made him a delightful - 
if sometimes unpredictable - companion. 

“Big John” spoke from the heart - directly and 
honestly. His instincts were true and this, coupled 
with his native intelligence, energy and experience, 
made him an invaluable friend, co-worker and con¬ 
fidante. He had a genius for being able to assess dif¬ 
ficult situations and then to act quickly - more than 
once saving the day during fire and flood. 


He retired as a captain after 25 years with the 
Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department and was one 
of the city’s first Emergency Medical Technicians. 
For over 20 years he helped at the annual Monastery 
Fiesta - sometimes cooking great beef roasts all night 
long - and then staying on to help out the next day. 
In addition to his work, Buchan managed to stay in¬ 
tricately involved in many other community activities. 

Buchan attended Sierra Madre Grammar School, 
Woodrow Wilson Junior High and Pasadena Junior 
College, the last where he won the Golden Gloves in 
1943. Because of his size and strength, “Big John” 
was picked to play on the PJC varsity football team 
when he was just a freshman. During World War 11, 
he .served in the Navy and later went to Korea as a 
Sierra Madre National Guardsman with the 40th Div¬ 
ision. 

Buchan had been affiliated with Gooden School 
from its inception - overseeing building and expan¬ 
sion and taking an active interest in the children and 
their parents.

a little difficult for the department, but considering 
the eeonomic condition we’re in. we’ll be affected like 
everyone else. It’s something we have to live with.” 

.Aberncthy has been aboard for 10 years, the last 
two as an agent. 

Chief Betts said that vacation relief personnel 
for sergeants will result in a 5 percent raise for the 
officers working during that interim.

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Safety tips for 
autumn driving 

Autumn weather is unpredictable, 
especially when you’re driving. Sudden 
rain, fog and early twilight pose special 
problems to motorists. Avoid autumn 
accidents by following these safe driving 
tips from Joseph M. Kaplan, president 
of Greater Los Angeles Chapter Nation¬ 
al Safety Council. 

- Dusk arrives earlier in fall, and 
twilight is a high-risk time for 
driving. Turn on your headlights 
as soon as daylight begins to fade. 
Make sure head and tail lamps are 
clean - dirty lights can severely re¬ 
duce your visibility at night. 

- Sudden autumn rains can make 
driving dangerous. Slow down 
whenever the road is wet. Increase 
your following distance and keep 
an eye out for pedestrians, who 
may be less alert when it’s raining. 

- If possible, avoid driving in fog. 
If you must travel in foggy weather, 
use your low-beam headlights. 
High beams reflect the moisture 
in the air and cause glare. Turn 
on your wipers and defroster to 
eliminate mist on both sides of 
your windshield. Fog can muffle 
traffic noises, so roll down your 
window halfway to improve hear¬ 
ing. 

- Strong autumn crosswinds can af¬ 

fect steering. In heavy gusts, slow 
down and be careful not to over¬ 
steer when regaining position. Try 
to anticipate the need for steering 
corrections when hills and build¬ 
ings momentarily block a strong 
wind.

Alarmed over traffic 
ignorance and nideness 

As you note, frequent¬ 
ly and well, our mountain¬ 
side village is one of mu¬ 
tual concern, community 
and comity; friendship 
among neighbors. Each 
year Sierra Madre is ranked 
among the safest com¬ 
munities in California and 
the nation. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, there are increasing 
indications that these 
good times may be end¬ 
ing. 

Crossing our streets has 
become a life-threatening 
adventure. Day after day 
one observes motorists 
speeding across occupied 
crosswalks. The cross¬ 
walk at the Post Office 
is a continuum of near 
disaster. One car will stop 
for a pedestrian; the next 
wll speed obliviously past 
on the right. It has be¬ 
come an exciting and dan¬ 
gerous practice to stop 


one’s own car because the 
vehicle astern seems to 
have developed a high 
speed affinity for one’s 
tail plate. 

The 25-mile-per-hour 
speed limit is observed 
mainly in the breech, and 
gains the rare adherent 
nasty looks and occasion¬ 
al obscene gestures. Cour¬ 
tesy and respect for neigh¬ 
bor and law are vanish¬ 
ing from the streets of 
our village. 

A casual poll indicates 
that the majority of the 
rude and law-breaking 
drivers tend to be either 
blonde and expensive, or 
arrivals from other Pacific 
Rim nations. In the first 
instance one finds no ex¬ 
cuse other than thought¬ 
less arrogance, in the sec¬ 
ond, more reflection is 
needed. 

In many nations from 
whom our burgeoning 
population derives, there 


is a cultural syndrome 
that considers automobile 
driving as an active blood 
sport; the Briton and the 
fox. Even in the United 
States the right of way 
does not always belong 
to the pedestrian. Defiance 
of our driving laws is be¬ 
coming even here an ap¬ 
parent sign of independ¬ 
ence, one to be emulated 
by free spirits. 

Perhaps some greater 
attention by our other¬ 
wise superb police force 
to pedestrian safety would 
be appropriate. The tire- 
marking police could issue 
an occasional ticket for 
other than parking viola¬ 
tions. The speed indicators 
used in Arcadia might be 
a useful tool. Better driver 
education emphasizing- 
California law and Amer¬ 
ican culture prior to issu¬ 
ance of driving licenses 
should be required. Cer¬ 
tainly, a consciousness- 


raising campaign by our 
favorite newspaper, and 
the city Council might 
help. Sierra Madre loses 
its charm with each emu¬ 
lation of big city mentali¬ 
ty. 

I pray that action may 
be done to restore our 
common courtesy and our 
safety before we must 
mourn one of our CLIMB 
friends, or any other of 
us not fast enough on our 
feet to evade the merely 
careless or actively blood- 
sportive persons who sep¬ 
arate themselves by their 
acts from our own spirit 
of community.

The good old days of rural radio. Back in 
what our kids call “prehistoric times” the family 
depended on two country stations. The primary 
one was a non-network facility that retired daily 
with the setting sun. 

We depended on it for area and local news, 
weather information, markets and help in emer¬ 
gencies. Such stations wrote the book on public 
service. 

But that wasn’t the stuff that made them 
memorable. For instance, we don’t recall much 
about the full-time staff. It was the part-timers 
that made things worth remembering. 

One was a tobaccoist. Another managed a 
flour mill, and the duo was the noontime feature 
five days a week. 

Together, they welcomed new babies into 
the radio family with ringing of a cowbell. 

Karl’s English, thickened with German and 
Czech accents, put him in good stead with about 
70 percent of his radio audience, and later, for 
many years, with his Congressional constituents. 

They chronicled all birthdays and anniver- 
.saries. 

Karl memorialized Mrs. Valberding’s 90th 
birthday in good German with the wish that she 
would live as many years as a fox has hairs in its 
tail. 






One midday, he noted that “our good friend, 
Billy B. from Clarkson, is in New York attend¬ 
ing the dental convention, and hello Billy.” 

Now on a good day, with a gale wind from 
the west, the station’s signal would fall a thou¬ 
sand miles short of reaching Billy in New York. 
But all the Clarkson folks heard it, and the rest 
of the audience sighed, “Isn’t that nice.” 

The town’s airport is named for Karl, but 
the road you take to get there is named for one 
John Carson, who came later (he got his radio 
start in Omaha). 

There was satisfying home talent on our 
second station, along with Happy Jack and a 
group of authentic western pickers and singers. 
There was a young fellow with an accent, an 
accordian and a five-piece band with a polka 
beat. Lawrence had not yet discovered cham¬ 
pagne music, which would have been incon¬ 
gruous where beer suds were far more common. 

Then, if you had a potent receiver, you could 
catch a fellow on Des Moines, doing play-by- 
play of Chicago baseball - receiving the summary 
by telegraph, using recorded crowd noise, and 
tapping the mike with a pencil to simulate the 
crack of the bat. 

That was a young Illinois native called Dutch 
Reagan. Same Dutch. Same Cubs. Dutch has 
done better.

Sierra Madre Planning Commissioners have a 
controversial item on their agenda for this evening, 
Thursday, Nov. 19, when there will be a discussion 
concerning the land at Santa Anita [>r./Chantry Rat 
Rd., belonging to M and H Investments, the Lawson 
Martins. 

They propose splitting an area into four parcels:

Because of the grading 
plan the project’s proposal is to cut 21,000 cubic yards 
from one lot and using 32,000 cubic yards as fill, there¬ 
fore, importing 11,000 cubic yards for the other three 
lots. 

The Development Agreement with the city of 
Sierra Madre provides for the development in com¬ 
pliance with the Hillside Management Ordinance 
which was adopted and became effective on Feb. 27, 
1992. 

This is the first application for a Parcel Map un¬ 
der the new development standards and development 
guidelines. The property is an 11.4-acre hillside par¬ 
cel within the “H” Hillside Management Zone and 


is generally known as the Martin Property. 

This is to be a public hearing and it is seventh on 
a 10-point agenda for this evening. 

The Planning Department, among other recom¬ 
mendations, suggests continuing the Tentative Parcel 
Map No. 23392 to the regular meeting on Dec. 17 at 
7:30 “to further consider public comment and ap¬ 
proval of the Parcel Map, and findings required for 
the CUP and variances.”

Grove St. by Greg R. and Mary Prout; a boundary 
line adjustment and lot size variance for Suman Trust; 
and a third story variance by Suman Trust.

"Ace" is historically the most often one used) has evolved 
from a desire to prevent injury to handlers or to the pel 
itself, to sort of a psychological pacifier for well- 
intentioned owners. Very few pets really need sedation to 
travel and the risk of problems with a pet sedated for 
travel is real, t he folks who transport pets professionally 
strongly discourage this practice. "Ace" is a central tier 
vous depressant and may leave the pet with impaired 
ability to respond to noxious stimuli or a “strange" en¬ 
vironment, ie. panting to cool down. Because of altered 
perceptions, sometimes the opposite effect results with 
hyperexcitability or aggression. Dilation of blood vessels 
in the skin and limbs may lead to decreased blood supply 
to vital organs, especially brain and heart. Respiratory 
depression may precipitate inadequate oxygen levels in 
the blood.

In Memoriam: 

Armand M. Martin 
Mv. 23,1943-Nov. 3,1992 

Sometime during the 
evening of Nov. 3, or the 
wee morning hours of Nov. 
4, Armand M. Martin 
passed away in his sleep 
due to complications from 
a tooth infection. He was 
born in Pasadena on Mar. 
23, 1943, to a large fam¬ 
ily with a rich Californio 
heritage. One grandun¬ 
cle had been an altar boy 
with Tiburcio Vasquez, 
and had found it expedient 
to disappear from the 
state for his own health 
and well being. One of 
his grandfathers had ob¬ 
tained rare Mexican cacti 
and other flora for the 
Huntington Gardens. 

Certainly, he always 
cut a swath whenever he 
was in a crowd or alone 
on horseback or riding a 
chopper in earlier years - 
or indeed, when riding his 
candy maroon Suzuki In¬ 
truder during his lass year 
on this earth. Someone 
at a party back in 1972 
described him as a mus¬ 
cular, young, over-bronzed 
Ernest Borgnine with 
strange spider tatoos on 
his back. Professionally, 
he had been a painter and 
carpenter; for years and 
years had worked for the 
Pasadena Unified School 
District, had served for a 
time as a Teamsters Union 
Shop Steward there and 
had quit working after 
having suffered a heart 
attack and prior to under¬ 
going a quadruple bypass 
operation in 1985. 

After having gone back 
to work, he had to quit 
again in the spring of ’89. 
This time it was more 
serious - congestive heart 
failure which took him 
from 188 pounds down 
to 120. Prior to losing the 
weight, he had shaved his 
head but as he became 
more and more emaciated, 
he could not get the hol¬ 
low point at the back of 
his neck done; so he let 
his hair grow right there 
into a pigtail at the hollow 
point. 

In the last few weeks 
before his passing, he had 
again lost weight and had 
again shaved his head and 
grown the pigtail back. 
1 spoke with him briefly 
out in front of Bean Town 
in Sierra Madre - one of 
his favorite places - dur¬ 
ing one late sunsetting 
afternoon early in Octo¬ 
ber. We had one of the 
most meaningful, mem¬ 
orable conversations in 


all of ihe years we had 
kiwwn each other. I’d 
bet that a lot of people 
who knew him would ■ 
probably say that they had 
had especially meaning¬ 
ful encounters with him 
during these last few weelcs. 
He must have known that 
the end was near. From 
all that I could tell, he 
was putting everything 
he had into each awakened 
moment. 

During his wild years, 
he had ravaged himself 
on way too much of many 
things. Shortly after he 
called me up to assist him 
by taking him to St. Luke 
Emergency Center in 1973, 
he faced the music and 
joined Alcoholics Anony¬ 
mous. A veteran saloon 
brawler in his time, he had 
a knack for rehabilitating 
difficult cases. He inspired 
a lot of people who might 
not otherwise have ever 
done so, to feel safe enough 
to open up about their 
own problems and even¬ 
tually get rehabilitated. 
He touched a lot of lives. 
He was a healing force. 

He was a man possessed 
of a gigantic spiritual 
heart, belied only by physi¬ 
cal coronary infirmities. 
He was a good companion 
and great friend in both 
fair and stormy weather. 
From The Rafters in New- 
hall to Bean Town in Sier¬ 
ra Madre, as well as at 
numerous other gather¬ 
ing places inbetween and 
beyond, he will be missed 
by many.

Drug lab found at motel
